dents who have yet to purch: 
their 1961 motor vehicle licens^ 
tags, according to Mrs. Edwina C. 
Young, Glades office manager for 
Stetson O. Sproul, County tax col- 
lector. 

Despite rumors to the contrary, 
Governor Bryant, as yet, has not 
extended the deadline date when 
1960 license tags are no longer 
legal, which is Feb. 20, Mrs. Young 
said. 

At the close of business Feb. 14, 
1960, the Glades office had issued 
a total of 5,459 tags, compared :o

this year, 412 less than last year. 
Mrs. Young expects her office to is- 
sue more than 2,000 additional tags 
by Monday evening, the deadline 
date.
